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46th Circuit

LANSING — The Michigan 
Supreme Court, on July 27, invited 
the Executive and Legislative 
branches of state government to 
join it in developing a new propos- 
al for the continued improvement 


of trial court services to Michigan | 


citizens. 

In a letter to Governor Engler 
and legislative leadership, the 
Court urged steps toward construct- 
ing a new proposal for trial court 
reorganization that will build on 
already successful programs. 
Those programs include the cre- 
ation of the family division of cir- 
cuit court, demonstration projects 
to test trial court consolidation, and 
“Next Generation” projects to test 
additional administrative innova- 
tions. 

“The people of Michigan have 
realized many benefits through the 
work done in recent years, includ- 
ing the coordination and consolida- 
tion of cases in the family division, 
and the greater efficiency, faster 
case processing, and cost savings in 
the demonstration projects,” said 
Chief Justice Maura D. Corrigan. 
“Our task now is to plan for the 
future, so that al! our citizens can 
sharé in our progress.” 

The Court announced it will hold 
the first of a series of public hear- 
ings on court reorganization on 
September 13 in Lansing as a 
beginning step in the new initiative. 
The hearing will coincide with the

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- 24-hour 
road patrol 
not to be

With 100 percent of precincts 
reporting, Crawford County voters 
have turned down a five-year pro- 
posal to restore 24-hour Sheriff’s 
road patrol and increased staffing 
for the county jail. 

A little over 19 percent, or 2,247, 
of the county’s registered voters 
went to the polls August 7. Votes 
against the 1.45 mill proposal num- 
bered 1,301, votes for the proposal 
totaled 934. 

South Branch Township, with a 
120 to 116 vote, was the only town- 
ship to approve the sheriff’s mill- 
age. Of its six precincts, only 
Grayling Township Precinct 303 
approved the proposal, 188 to 185. 
Frederic Township voters disap- 
proved with the widest margin -- 
186 to 80. 

In Frederic Township, voters 
agreed to a four-year renewal of 
two mills for the housing, mainte- 
nance and purchase of fire depart- 
ment equipment. Proposal I votes 
totaled 153 “yes” and 112 “no.” 
Proposal II, a one-mill, 12-year 
request to add on to the present fire 
station and for the purchase of a 
new ambulance, failed to pass. 
Proposal II votes totaled 148 “no” 
and 104 “yes.” 

By a 82 to 51 vote, Lovells 
Township voters approved a 20- 

year renewal of up to two mills for 
the operation and maintenance of 
the township’s transfer stations. 


Election results must still be 


reviewed and approved by the 
Crawford County Board of 
Canvassers.

August 6 fire contained in Beaver Creek Township 


Homes spared in recent wildfire

With temperatures skyrocketing 
to near [00 degrees and rainfall 
nowhere near normal. Crawford 
County is ripe for wildfires. 

Beaver Creek Township Fire 
Chief Ed Holtcamp. his crew. 
Department of Natural Resources 
and Forest Service personnel 
worked in suffocating conditions to 
contain a wildfire that flared up 
August 6 around 1:50 p.m.. just 
minutes after fighting a fire involv- 
ing a downed power line on Skyline 
Road. 

Nearly four acres burned just off a 
two-track named Sparrow Drive -- 
south of Fletcher Road and east of 
Old US 27. The cause of the fire is 
unknown. Holtcamp said if he and 
his crew hadn‘t arrived as quickly as 
they did to knock down the fire line. 
homes would have been in danger. 

No one appeared to be home in 
what appears to be an area of four or 
five seasonal dwellings. Holtcamp 
also pointed out that while one 
homeowner had created an “urban” 
barrier (removal of trees and brush 
from around a dwelling) as a fire 
deterrent. another home just up the 
road had trees growing as close as 
two and three feet to the house. 
“This presents the worst of all situa- 
tions.” Holtcamp said. “There is no 
way of getting our equipment in 
there quickly with so many trees 
near the home.”

Fire fighters were able to stop the 
flames. which at one point had 
“crowned” (topped) a small group of 
trees. before reaching a dwelling 
because of the clearing created by 
the homeowner.

This home on Sparrow Drive escaped the wrath of a wild- 
fire because the homeowner kept a clearing around the 


dwelling. 
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Preventing fire from damaging a home “nestled” in the 
woods is very difficult. Fire fighters recommend clearing 
the area around your home, leaving it less vulnerable to 


fire.

This is an open letter to the citi- 
zens of Crawford County. 

” A few weeks ago, it was reported 
in the Avalanche that the military 
was now going to start using Jones 
Lake Road for “tracked vehicles” 
(i.e. tanks and armored personnel 
carriers) as the “Tank Trail” was 
now considered “too dangerous.” 

This “Tank Trail” (which is 
approximately 50 yards wide, basi- 
cally parallels Jones Lake Road 
from M.A.T.E.S. to County Road 
612, and is approxiamtely one to 
three feet of deep, soft sand) has 
been used by the military for years, 
and is just now being thought of as 
“too dangerous” by the Department 
of Military Affairs. 

By design or oversight, this road 
will now, with “tracked” vehicle 
use, turn into and resemble the 
“Tank Trail,” rendering it unusable 
to/by civilian vehicles, then the 
whole of thousands of acres will not 
be available for hunting, viewing 
wildlife, etc., by civilians, and area 
residents will not be able to get to 
their homes. 

As reported in the article, the 


Commission has agreed to repair 
Jones Lake Road and bill the 
Department of Military Affairs for 
repairs, but it is already apparent 
that no amount of repairs will return 
Jones Lake Road to its previous 
State, just from the already short 
time of use by these “tracked” vehi- 
cles, which “takes the bottom right 
out of the road.” 

Further, Mr. Tom Perry, Chairman 
of the Road Commission, has an 
apparent conflict of interest: as 
reported, he is also an Officer with 
the Department of Military Affairs 
(DMA). 

The arrangement should perhaps 
be an internal one within the DMA 
itself; e.g., that any “tracked” vehi- 
cle convoys should only take place 
on the “Tank Trail” when the other 
tanks take a short break from shoot- 
ing. This arrangement may be a 
better one if the DMA wants to be 
“good neighbors and avoid a dan- 
gerous situation,” as was reported is 
their desire.

Eldridge told the members despite 
the fact that Mercy Hospital is part 
of Trinity Health’s Group 
Purchasing process, the Hospital is 
not insulated from rising costs of 
pharmaceuticals and other hospital 
supplies. He also indicated that the 
unemployment rate is high in 
Crawford County, indicating that 
the number of uninsured in the 
County was very high. He suggest- 
ed that the State of Michigan, like 
other states already have done, 
expand eligibility for the State 
Child Health Insurance Program. 
Noting that Mercy Hospital was 
taking steps to comply with federal 
medical records privacy regula- 
tions, a complex task requiring new 
information systems, Eldridge 


- requested the State of Michigan not 


legislate in this area. if the State 
legislates in this area, it will add 
costs without increasing privacy of 
medical records to patients. 

Eldridge told the Subcommittee 
about the Hospital’s Pharmaceutical 
“brown bag,” Diabetes Education 
Program, Cancer support group, and 
the unique “Labyrinth Walk’ pro- 
gram, which incorporates spirituali- 
ty in healing. He also told the 
Subcommittee about payment prob- 
lems with the State Medicaid pro- 
gram. 

The Subcommittee indicated that 
it would review all the comments 
received and develop legislation 
accordingly.

Canoes beat bicycles on trip from Grayling to Oscoda 


» 59 canoes and 
51 bicycles race 
across the state on 


July 28 & 29 


The 54th running of the 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon ended with the 
familiar pair of Serge Corbin and 
Jeff Kolka finishing their overnight 
adventure in first place with a time 
of 15 hours and 6 minutes. This 
year as the leading AuSable Canoe 
Marathon team crossed Cooke 
Pond, bicycles entered in the Black 
Bear Bicycle Tour eighty miles 
behind departed canoes with hopes 
of catching as many canoes as pos- 
sible before reaching Oscoda. 
Many canoes were overtaken prior 
to the end of the event but the first 
atrivals to Oscoda were in canoes, 
not on bicycles. 

The Black Bear bicycle contes- 
tants were treated to a surprise dur- 
ing sign-up at The Bicycle Shop in 
Grayling where it was discovered 
that they would be performing a Le 
Mans start, something not found in 
any other bicycle event. More than 
once a cyclist was heard to say, 
“You want us to do what?” 

The bike stands were constructed 
of genuine northern Michigan logs 
by volunteers Gail and Skip 
Madsen. The bikes were lined up 
between the Rialto Theatre and 
Citizens Bank. The Grayling 
Rotary Club chose this option 
because the AuSable Canoe 
Marathon is started with a four city 


block run to the river each year. 
The Black Bear riders only dashed 
for one city block. 

At the riders meeting the contes- 
tants applauded when it was point- 
ed out that while they would be on 
the road on Sunday, July 29, it was 
likely American bicyclist Lance 
Armstrong would be winning his 
third consecutive Tour de France. 
And he did. 

The Si bicycles departed 
Grayling under a sunny sky and fol- 
lowed a route that took them acress 
the AuSable River a total of six 
times. 

Their first sight of water was only 
five miles into the ride as the 
cyclists crossed the Department of 
Natural Resources’ Rayburn 
Pathway Bridge.

Q. I've heard there are jellyfish that 
live in freshwater. Are there any jelly- 
fish in the great lakes? 


A. Freshwater jellyfish have been 
seen in Lake Erie. Lake Superior is 
probably too cold for jellyfish to sur- 
vive. If you would see them, they 
would be in shallower waters where 
the water temperature changes fre- 
quently. Jellyfish, in the adult stage, 
called medusa, typically reproduce in 
July or August in water temperatures 
roughly 70-80 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The freshwater “jellyfish,” scientific 
name Craspedacusta sowerbii, is not a 
true jellyfish like some of its marine 
relatives. It belongs to the class 
Hydrozoa, which includes the more 
common hydra. 

When fully grown, freshwater “jelly- 
fish” are about the size of a quarter and 
are shaped like an umbrella. They 
have stinging cells but generally are 
not harmful to humans. 

Freshwater jellies differ slightly from 
true marine jellyfish. However, 
because they look like jellyfish, we 
call them jellyfish!
